On further transplantations the elencntery 
bodies transform into diphthcroics 0.5-1.5 ... in size, 

On agar the latter form colonies resenbling streptococel 
colonies and in broth they produce turpidity and a residue. 
The reverse transformation of diphtheroids into the coni- 
dial forms could not be observed. Tho gonidial bacteria 
cencribed ara sensitive to penicillin, ore very stable on 
storare, and retain their viability on dehydration or in 
broth for two years.
